Dangerous SaymakiBg. 

'^Wild hay" is the name given by the 
Swiss to hay made from the grass grow 
ing on Brtips of soil to be found on the 
Alps, at a height of from five to six 
thousand feet, in places so difficult of 
of access that even the goatherd and his 
venturesome flock forbear to visit them. 
This hay is so valuable from its excellent 
quality and delicious aroma, that a reg. 
ular hay-harvest is annually undertaken 
on these almost inaccessible places in 
spite of the danger to life and limb in- 
volve! in tho attempt. The haymakers 
are shod with iron, and secure them- 
selves with ropes to some sure hold when 
pecially dangerous places, but fatal 
accidents occur every year. It is reckoned 
that one man can make a hundred weight 
of hay daily.

Sou- Truffles Did It. 



Freckles, says the Herald of Health, 
are not easily washed out of those who 
have a florid complexion and are much 
in the sunshine, but the following wash- 
es are not only harmless, but very much 
the best of anything we know. Orate 
horse-radish fine, let it stand a few hours 
in buttermilk, then strain and uso th* 
wash night and morning. Or squeeze 
juice of a lemon into a goblet of water 
and use the same way. Most of the 
remedies for freckles are ]K>isonous and 
cannot be used with safety. Freckles in* 
dicate a defect in digestion, and consists 
in deposits of some carbonaceous or fat- 
ty matter beneath the scarf skin. The 
diet should be attended to, and should 
be of a nature that the bowels and kid- 
neys will do their duty. Daily bathing, 
with much friction, should not be neg- 
lected, and tho Turkish bath taken occa- 
sionally, if convenient. 

(§T You needn't die of hiccoughs, not' 
withstanding the case of the man, re- 
cently reported, who did. "Twenty 
years ago, ' says a correspondent of the 
Sun, "1 had an attack of hiccough. A 
friend caught me tightly by the b«ck of 
the neck, telling me at the same time to 
hold my breath as long as I could.
